Eastern Shore In Victorious Line. 


A feature in the election is the suc- 


cess of the Democrats in every county 
on the Eastern Shore, except Dorchee- 
ter, and in that county seyeral of the 
local Democratic candidates are elect- 
ed.

COUNTING IN NEW YORK. 


Quick Method As Compared To The One in 
Maryland. Result in New York Known 
Before. Vote In Wicomico Was 
Counted. 


The extreme slowness of the count ` 


after Tuesday's election caused great 
disappointment to the eager crowds 
throughout the State awaiting news of 
the result, and inconvenience to a great 
many persons in a variety of ways. 

It was long after midnight before 
anything beyond estimates could be 
formed and late in Wednesday before 


the actual vote could be closely ap» f 


proximated, ; 

The delay in Maryland, in sharp con- 
trast to the rapidity with which the 
result was known in New York city, 
causd many inquiries as to the reason 
for the difference. 

Results are known quickly in New 
York because of the system of canvases- 
ing and with the aid of the police as 
messengers. 

There are 1,588 election districts in 
the Greater city, in each of which from 
800 to 500 votes are polled. The polls 
clore at 5 o'clock. Immediately the 
ballot boxes are dumped. Each voter's 
ba lot is a single blanket sheet r:sembe 
ling the Australian pattern. The five 
election c fficers and their clerk at once 
begin the count of votes forthe first 
office on the ballot, this year's being 
that of Mayor. 

A canvassing sheet is used, on which 
tally marks are placed as the votes are 
called off. The election officera do not 
wait until their count is complete be- 
fore reporting to headquarters, whioh is 
in the Election Bureau of the Police 
Department. As soon as the first hun- 
dred votes for the highest office are 
counted the canvassing sheet is given a 
policeman, who hurries to headquarters. 
Thus in an hour’s time, or by 6 o’clock 
p. m., 1,586 policemen, under ordinary. 
circumstances, are on their way to the: 
Election Bureau with about one fourth 
of the entire vote for the highest office, 

On the arrival of these first canvass * 
ing sheets the results given are com- 
pared by an army of clerks with the 
firat returns from the same districts at 
the last eleotion for the same office. ' 

The Mayoralty vote Tuesday night> 
was thus compared with that of two 
years ago. The percentage of gain or 
increase is quickly obtained and calcu- 
lations based on these returns are gen- 
erally sustained by the reports received 
upon the remainder of the canvassing 
sheets, which are returned to head- 
quarters as the count of each succeed- 
ing hundred votes is completed. 

The newspaper offices are in olose 
touch by wire with the election bureau 
and in this way the result so far as the 
chief office is concerned ig made public 
by 7 o'clock in the evening. The other 
offices follow rapidly behind the first. 
The result in the Comptroller's fight 
was Tuesday night indicated by 7 80 
o'clock.

TO CHECK STAMP THEFTS. 


Whe Pest Office Authorities Are Con- 
sidering a New Plan. 
Inspectors are anxious to have the 
post office department adopt a series of 
marks for stamps which will make it 
possible to trace stolen stamps with 
leas trouble. Department officials are 
considering suggestions offered by 

some of the experienced inspectors, 

It would be possible to mark all the 
stamps sent to each first class post 
office in ‘such a manner that they 
could be identified with ease. A slight 
variation in tbe engraving which would 
not alter the appearance of stamps to 
the casual observer could easily be 
made. One Inspector has suggested 
that darts, arrows, stars, circlëš and 
other emblems be printed on the 
stamps in such manner that they may 
be seen only with the aid of a micro- 
scope. 

A separate mark could not be devised 
for each of the 75,000 post offices in the 
United States, and no attempt would 
be made at any such complex system 
of identification. It is not likely that 
post offices below the first class will be 
given an Individual mark, as the num- 
ber of stamps kept at the smaller of- 
fices is comparatively small and the 
losses from such- offices is not great 
enough to justify the expense entalled 
in providing them with stamps differ- 
ent from those used at other offices. 

It has been suggested that all the 
stamps for second class post offices be 
provided with a mark which will 
designate the class of post office from 
which they were issued and that a sim- 
ilar mark be devised for all the stamps 
sent to the smaller offices. This sys-

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TALMAGE: 
SERMON

FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, Nov. 1.—The consolation and 
encouragement that religion affords in 
the sorrowful and distressing lot of 
“widowhood are pointed out by the 
preacher in this sermon on the text 
Luke vil, 12, “And she was a widow.” 

The rich widow! Who ever beard of 
such a title for a sermon on this text? 
Better call her “the poor widow,” "the 
friendless widow,” “the hopeless wid- 
ow,” “the dying widow”’—anything but 
“the rich widow.” This funeral proces- 
sion winding its way out of the Syrian 
city is one of the most pathetic spec- 
tacles of the gospel history. How much 
heartbreak is contained in those three 
phrases, “A dead man, the only son of 
his mother, and she was a widow!” In 
Arizona is a mountain aptly named 
“Starvation peak.” There the Indians 
many decades ago drove the Spaniards 
and bemmed them in and kept them 
until for the want of food the little 
band of living men were changed into 
a band of decomposing corpses. So this 
text Is one of the “Starvation peaks” 
among the gospel hills. It is the place 
where a wife first lost ber husband, her 
breadwinner. Then it is the place 
where, during the struggle of widow- 
hood, the mother had raised her boy so 
that he could be ber support in ber de- 
clining years. And now a wife without 
her husband and a mother witb only a 
cold body for her son is slowly wend- 
ing her way to the cemetery. She was 
a wife and a mother only of the grave. 
“The rich widow?” Nonsense! Change 
the title. Call it “the poor widow of 
Starvation peak.” 

A Fitting Title. 

No, my brother, I want to keep the 
title I have chosen. I want to show 
how even a woman so desolate as the 
one in the text may find consolation in 
life and in the performance of her 
duty and in the sympathy of humanity, 
and, more than all, in the resources of 
divine power her life may become rich 
for berself and for others. I have seen 
too many adjectives hitched to this 
heroic and conquering nominative. I 
believe thousands and tens of thou- 

| sands of mothers who buve been bereft 
of the compunion who once stood with 
them at the marriage altar have at- 
tained true and abiding wealth. They 
have been rich in all that makes life 
truly happy, great and good; rich in 
their opportunities to do a double serv- 
icedn tife To their chitdren they have 
become father as well as mother; rich 
in thelr Inspiring examples of duties 
well done; rich In the falth with 
which their trials led them to test the 
goodness and greatness of God; rich 
in the heights and depths and lengths 
and breadths of their love, and, above 
all, rich In eternal as well as temporal 
rewards. It isin order to gather a few 
“bluebells” from off the graves of the 
dead husbands nnd fatbers tbat I 
preach this sermon. I would ring 
these floral trophies in a great pwan of 
praise that the widows, the numberless 
widows of the present day, who are 
facing the battle of life alone, might 
renew thelr strength and go on win- 
ning victory after victory for them- 
selves, their little ones and for Christ. 

The widow ts rich in ber opportuni- 
ties of maternal usefulness; rich be- 
cause all the physical, mental and spir- 
itual resources of her nature are de- 
veloped In the struggle which her lone- 
liness involves; rich because for her 
children every word she speaks and 
every thought she thinks nnd every 
deed she performs shall bring forth 
its maximum of results for good or 
evil. For ber offspring every mountain 
which she has to climb can become a 
gold mine, and every thicket into which 
she has to plunge a bank of roses, and 
every shower of tears can return as a 
tossing, tumbling fountain, and every 
land for her can become n harvest field 
of yellow grain or of white checked, 
sweet scented clover.tops. Literally, 
by taking away a wife's husband, God 
makes it possible for a widow with 
children to make more out of her life, 
in a maternal sense, than in any other 
way. At once, by the mere fact of 
widowhood, she becomes the father, 
the mother, the breadwinner, the guide 
and the all in all for her offspring. 

Honored by God. 

Now, every one should want to make 
the most out of his life. Therefore, 
O widow, ought you not feel honored 
because God has singled you out as 
one of his favorite duughters for great 
and vital work? -We stand upon Little 
Round Top, on the battlefield of Get- 
tysburg, and look with pride at the 
monument erected there to the memory 
of Major General Gouverneur Warren. 
At that critical point he suved the Fed- 
eral lines from belng cut in twain by 
the Confederate forces. With the keen 
eye of a military ‘engineer he saw that 
Little Round Top was the one spot 
about which the mortal struggle of Lee 
and Meade must be finally decided, 
And so, upon his own authority, he in- 
trenched those heights and perhaps 
then and there saved the unity of our 
republic, which now stretches from sea 
to sea. Shall you not feel today, O 
widow, that ns General Warren was 
chosen to stand on Little Kound Top 
and save the Federal governmenteso 
God has placed you ou the little round 
top of your husband's -grave to save 
your home? A few years ago the 
United States—north, east, south and 
Wwest—unlted Its many volces In prais- 
ing the grentest of American Jurists, 
Jobn Marshall, who year after year as 
chief justice of the supreme court ren 
dered the decisions which made It pos- 
sible for the United States government 
at Washington i4 today, 
Bhall you, O v ot honored

A green tent is then pitched 
beslde-it; and under this perfect screen 
the observer can watch by the hour 
and accurately record the shifting pars 
oramie scenes of nest life. One might 
suppose that birds would desert thelr 
homes under such conditions and thus 
promptly end the matter, but instead 
they forget the old site, ndopt the new 
one and defend it with all their cus 
tomary vigor and persistence.—Century.

ation. This company owrs extensive 
gum timber land in the south from 
which the gui of recent years has come 
to supply the Sharptown and Laurel 
factories. One of tbe objects of the 
combine is to increase the facilities of 
transportation and also to increase the 
use and consumption of the timber and 
thus reduce ina measure the expense 
of the timber used in the manufacture 
of crates and baskets, The capital stock 
is placed at onemillion dollars and 
there will likely be a widening and ex- 
tending of the business. 

The first small baskets are said to 
have ben madein New York State 
just after the close of the war or about 
1866, These were crude and the crat- 
ing or boxing also crude and met with 
a very limited sale and did not enter 
into the history of the now ‘universal 
crate and baskets. Inthe year 1870, 
Joshua H. Marvil of Laurel, Del., be- 
gan the manufacture of the regular 
berry crate and bisket and also the. 
peach basket. In 1871, Joshua H. Mar- 
vil and John Robinson of Sharptown 
procured » patent on the four tlab 
quart basket which came in general 
use on this Peninsula and thus Mr. 
Marvil, together with Mr. Robinson be- 
came not only the pioneers of the ber- 
ry crate and baskets of the Peninsula, 
but of the world as well. The four 
slab quart basket was changed to the 
two slab which is now universally used. 
In the crates there have been several 
styles, but the original patent of crates, 
baskets, und trays has been very close 
ly adhered to and but little change or 
improvement made save in the material 
which has been made much lighter in 
weight. 

While the men, women and children 
on the Peningula have been toiling at 
the slat pile, over the tray bench or at 
the basket forms, eight to twelve 
months inthe year, for more than a 
quarter of a century, the promoters, 
financiers, tpeculators and monopolista 
have ben watching these busy hands 
with an eagle's eye endeavoring to 
catch at one great ewoop these various 
plants, that dut not only this Penin- 
sula here and the.e, but are now to be 
found in almost every State in the 
Union, That this great catch will be 
made, now seems pretty well assured, 
This new combination is pot a new 
plan. Ae far back as twenty yearsago, 
and almost eyery succeeding year, 
some efforts have been made to secure 
uniform prices of the products of the 
various fact ries menufacturing crates 
and baskete, but little bas been ac 
complished. The great scheme has 
lain in embryo waiting for Sharptown 
to yroduce the man for the work in 
the person of A W. Robinson who bas 
aided largely and almo-t solely in the 
great plune which mark a new era in 
the crate and basket manufacturing, 
not only on this Peninsula but will 
affect the businves eventually in the 
various states of the Union. The econ- 
omy of management, the control of 
markets, the lsvening of the cost of 
material used by buying iu large quan 
tities are business reasone for the com- 
bination as reen by the observer. The 
plan of grouping business enterprises 
which bas the princip'e of combining 
rather than competing is the mi dern 
method of promotrs and financiers 
and the manifold benefits are evident 
from a financial point of view. At 
present we see nothing alarming in the 
basket combine from a consume re point 
of view, ag ite material effect will for 
awhile at least be limited to those 
interested in the concern. LTO

White Wyandottes. 

We herewith present our readers 
with an illustration of the White Wy- 
andottes, They are of American origin, 
and are a “sport” from the well-known 
Wyandottes. They originated some 
years ago, and now are added to tho 
long list of varieties of poultry. While 
it requires comparatively less time to 
“fix” the characteristics of poultry 
than of general live stock, and ta per. 
petua‘e their peculiarities so they can 
merit the term of “breed,” it cannot 
be done in a few years. This estab- 


lishing new breeds is a pleasant pas 
time for amateur breeders, and no 
doubt goes far towards maintaining 
the interest in thoroughbred poultcy; 
but when it comes to the really desir- 
able, economic and profitable points, 
there may be some objections raised. 
The-typical White Wyandottes are of 
medium size, have clean, yellow legs, 
rose-colored combs, and mature rapid- 
ly. The most enthusiastic friends of 
this new breed even do not claim any 
special, excellence for it is not pos- 
sessed by the standard breed of Wy- 
andottes, except the white plumage, 
which appears to be its chief, if not 
its only, recommendation. Thus far

we fall to see any decided improve- 
ment upon the breed from which they 
are an offshoot, and while they may 
be of some Interest to amateur breed- 
ers, we would not advise one to dis- 
card the beautiful. laced Wyandottes 
for these new-comers. Those who 
fancy solid colored breeds cannot fail 
to bo well pleased with these new 
claimants for popular favor, for, while 
they are not “better than the best,” 
they are worthy of attention and trial.

EFFEGT OF ELEGTION ON PRESIDEN- 
TIAL POSSIBILITIES. 


Viewed in the’ light of their effect 
upon the presidential campaign, the re- 
cent elections are regarded by the dem- 
ocrate as a great victory for the party. 
The republicans were severely defeated 
in Maryland, where President Roosevelt 
labored to aid his party in a cuntest 
where he and his unpopular attitude on 
the negro question formed the main 
issue, Much of the credit for the victory 
iedue Senator Gorman, who called at- 
tention to the President's unwarranted 
interference in state affairs, and to the 


danger of his policy toward the negroes. 
The Senator's chances of receiving the 
democratic nomination next summer 
have been thus greatly increased, and 
he is recognized as a strong rival of 
President Roosevelt for the highest 
honor in the land. If he is nominated 
the race issue will become one of the 
main issuer, probably in the campaign, 
and it is known that many Northerners 
of the President's own party do not 
counterance the Booker Washington 
dinner and all that it implies. In New 
York city the republicans were unable 
to continue in power under the name of 
Fusionists, The dem cratic members of 
the present Fusion government were re- 
elected on.the Tammany ticket which 
was headed by Representative McClel- 
lan, a democratic member of Congress. 
Reptesentative Wm. Randolph Hearst. 
played an important part in this cam- 
paign, as his papers were the only ones 
which opposed the Fusion candidates, 
This will probably insure Hearat the 
New York delegation atthe next nation 
al convention, and hisyreat influence 
with the labor leaders as well as the 
support of his powerful papers in New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco, will 
make him a strong candidate for the 
democratic nomination. As the politi- 
cal situation now stands he and Gor- 
man are the most likely candidates 
The democrats lost in Ohio, where the 
republican success is regarded asa 
personal victory for Senator Hsnna, 
who is now being boomed for the re- 
publican nomination, 
spite of himelf. 
Hanna is popular with the party in 
Ohio and in the East and has many 
powerful friends, who, unless he posi 
tively prohibits it, will continue to 
boom him for the nomination. The 
President ia popular inthe West and 
his friends are equally determined that 
he shall be the choice of the national 
convention. It is probable that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt feara Hanna as much as 
he does Gorman. The Roosevelt-Henna 
question may yet completely destroy 
the republican harmony.

multiplicity of subjecta taught at the 
dictation of faddists, interested pub 
lishers and ignorant school authorities. 
The latter are perpetually adding to 
the curriculum some new science or 
accomplishment, thus laying new bur- 
dens on the back of the harrassed 
teacher. In almost every grade the 
boy also suffers, being forced tocram a 
far greater variety of subjects than is 
studied by the boy of the same age 
who is being educated in an expensive 
private echool. Both teacher and 
pupil have more than they can do. 
The former is unable to give his indi 
vidual attention to each of hie many 
pupils, and the latter lack the mental 
capacity to absorb the multifarious 
sciences, arts and crafts presented to 
their undeveloped faculties. 

The system is at fault. The boys get 
no thorough grounding in esentiala, 
but are hurried on from grade to grade, 
digesting such scraps of knowledge as 
they can. The remedy is to sweep 
away the ruck of ologies which prevent 
a thorough training and recur with 
constant emphasis to rhe three Res, 
Reading, writing and _ arithmetic, 
taught with old-fashioned attention to 
spelling, would satisfy the educational 
requirements of the great majority of 
boys vastly better than the present 
chaotic curricula. A way must be pro- 
vided for bright boys whowant more, 
but the needs of the average boy who 
‘goes into businees’’ should be the 
first concern of our school authorities. 
As things go ‘“‘education’’ for the latter 
isa mockery. It isa mockery because 
it ignores the well-tried maxim. ‘Not 
many things, but much.”—Baltimore

ON THE RAGE QUESTION] REV. ELWOOD ASKS tOR TRIAL. 


tor Advocates Separation Of White 
And Black Race As The Means 
Of Settling Problem. Says 
Eminent Statesmen 
Favored This 
~ Plan. 

Mr. John Temple Graves, of Georgia, 
in his recent address at the University 
of Chicago, presented for the considera- 
tion of the people of the United States 
a humane and practical solution of the 
negro problem. The remedy which he 
proposes is separation of the white and 
black races. Mr. Graves speaks from 
the atandpoint of an American who be- 
lieves that so long as this problem res 
mains unsolved national unity will be 
an impossibility. He is notan enemy 
of the negro. On the contrary. in com- 
mon with the best el: mente of the 
Southern people, he has a fricndly feel 
ing for the black race. But he is con 
vinced that under the conditions which 
have existed sinc- the emancipation 
enfranchisment of the black it is im- 
possible for the two races in the South 
to live side by side on terms of puiitical 
equality und amity. 

The experiment has now had 88 years 
of trial, backed by the power of Feder- 
al Government. But, a4 Mr. Graver 
emphatically asserte, and w+ every in- 
telligent student cf cond:tious in the 
Southern States must perceive. the cx- 
periment haa failed, “rue races are 
wider apart and more antagonietic now 
than they were in 1865. ‘Ihere is less 
of sympathy and more of iension tiau 
they hive known since the terrible daya 
of reconstruction ° Inevery Southern 
State where the neyro’s ballut isa men 
ace to white etupremacy it is restrain- 
ed. Tbe Fifteeuth Amendment is 
practically repealed. The stronger 
race dominates even in those regions in 
which the black has a decisive mvj or- 
ity. That is the situation after the ex- 
periment of lifting the negro Co a plune 
of political equality with the white man 
has been tried for a generation and 
failed utterly and ignominiously. 

Shall this experiment continue, or 
shall the Am. rican people seek a prac- 
tical solution of the problem along dif- 
ferent lines? That is the question 
which Mr. Graves puts to the reason, 
the sober vecond thought, the intellig- 
ence and conscience of the country. 
“Over the black body of the freedman,”’ 
says the eloquent Georgian, ‘‘we have 
shed rivera of blood and treasure to 
emphas‘ze our separate convictions of 
his destiny,’ with the result that “the 
negro is. still. a slave whipped —by ‘cir- 
cumstance, trodden ûnder foot by iron 
and ineradicable prejudice.” His pres- 
ence in the South hamp-rs the material 
development of that region. “The 
shadow of an unsolved problem largely 
deters capital from investment there. 
It depreeses agriculture and driyes all 
who can afford the change to the safety 
afforded by proximity and police pro- 
tection in the cities Ly + bd 


From first to last it isa race prob- 
lem—an issue of race, not of politice; a 
thing of skin and type, not of section. 
It compasses the progress of the white 
man with demoralization and difficulty 
that put his very civilization in peril 
and disrepute’ It wraps the negro’s 
destiny in unequal competition and 
leaves him helpless under the weight 
of a prejudice universal, unlifting, un- 
changing and ov-rwhelming.’’ Educs= 
tien is not the remedy, in Mr. Graves’ 
opini: n, for by the records of the cen- 
sus the negro’s criminality hes increas 
ed as his il iteracy bas decressed, and 
his race antagonitm bas grown with 
his intelligence | “Religion will not 
so've the problem this side of the 
millennium,” The repeal of the 
Fifteenth Amendment would “cut hupe 
and motive and ambition from his hori- 
zon and leave him sunken and degrad- 
ed, with nothing to live for but hie 
creature comfort and his lust.” Sep- 
aration of the races is the only solution 
of the problem according to Mr. Graves 
The methods by which tbis separation 
shall be elected ure not impracticable 
nan outlined by this Georgia student of 
the race question. 

Thomas Fortune, an educated negro 
who recently visited th» Phillippines, 
has published a report that the soil and 
climate of the islands are adapted to the 
black race and that there is ample ter- 
ritory for them there, There is room and 
oppertunity for the American negro on 
other islands which have come into the 
possession of the United States in the 
Inet few yeara. [fit be objected that 
the black man should not be sent so far 
away from the help and regulation and 
influence of the white people of this 
country, then a place may be found for 
him in the United States.

Ihe New Castle Presbytery At 
Their Next Moeting In January. 

The climax of an exciting session of 
the New Castle Presbytery in Forrest 
Church, Middletown, was reached Mon- 
day afternoon, when Rev. Robert A. 
Elwood, pastor of Olivet Presbyterian 
Church, of Wilmington, stiddenly de- 
manded that he be brought to trial 
by that body for his sermon, entitled 
“Should the Murderer of Miss Bishop 
be Lynched?"' and delivered the night 
before the negro, George White, was 
burned at the stake. His request was 
granted, and the Presbytery will bave 
the subject before it for several more 
months. The firet attempt of the op- 
ponents of Elwood to sho v their hand 
was made soon after the session was 
opened, when a -motion was put to ex- 
clude newspaper men from the session. 
This motion, however, was lost by a 
vote of 15 to 12. During the afternoon 
Mr. Elwvod declared that he could not 
express any regret overthe delivery of 
the sermon, because he had delivered 
it in all eincerity und with the idea of 
preventing mob viulence On different 
occasi ns he bad been ayxed to express 
regret and whit bis sermon Lad been 
gererally wis: nderstoud, but he could 
not conscientiously dii s0 

Soon after the opening of the session, 
a report was prea nt d fromthe com- 
mittee which had the matter under 
consideration; couipos d of Rev Dr. 
Reigart and Eld'rs Georpe W. Blake 
and S. M, Perry. The rm port reviewed 
the preuching of the serm n, censured 
it as ind:screvt ut the time and when 
the public mind was in an inflamed 
condition and diclard that the fact 
that the lynching hwi followed showed 
that thesermon had borne fruit, None 
of the members of the committee fa- 
vored atria!. Afier much discussion 
a special merting of the Presbytery 
was ordered to be held in Doveron the 
third Tuesday in January, On that 
date the charge will be presented to the 
accueed pastor, Under the church 
law the next meeting following must 


be held ten days later for the purpose 


of trying the case. Rev J. S. Gilfillan 
and Joseph Brown Turner were ap- 
pointed to prosecute the case on behalf 
of the Presbytery. Mr. Elwood will 
be defended by Former attorney 
General Robert C. White.

We hoped that the necess- 
ity for such advice would be much less 
this year. On the contrary, the chanc' 8 
for the spread of emall pox in Mary 
land arə now greater than ever. The 
disease prevails in every state contig 
uous to Maryland, and in Pennsylvania 
it bas reached alarming proportions. 

The safety of the schoo -going chil 
dren is definitely committed to the 
School Boards, but the subject of vac 
cination was neglected for many years 
Frior to 1899, so that a good many 
young people are not protected against 
sma!l-pox. It is most essential that all 
the children of school guiug age in the 
State shall be protected in the manner 
directed by law, not for their own 
sakes alone, but equally for the wel- 
fare of the community. 

Please advise us as tv the status of 
public echool vaccination in your 
county.

“What are the devices for shutting out 
the negro that do not equally limit the 
suffrage of the white man? 

t On the whole, the Fifteenth Amend 
ment, having been expressly designed 
to protect the negro’s ballot. the result 
is ample teetimony to the skill of its 
framers, Alter all that has been said 
and done—after all the excitement and 
the attacks and the hot di: fence-the 
wisest men of six great States have been 
ableto summon from the vast deeps 
of their ingenuity theee two devices, 
and these two only: 

1. The understanding clause. 

2. The grandfather clause. 

“The first is avowedly intended to 
discriminate through ita administra- 
tion by white men in their own favor. 
The eecond necessarily discriminates 
by ite terms, The ‘understanding clause’ 
is a requirement that the applicant to 
register must ‘understand’ something 
to the satisfaction of registrars clothed 
with arbitrary power to eet up different 
standards for different individuals.

In the first two the ap 
plicants who cannot come in under 
some other provision may nt vertheless 
pats if he can explain some ecction of 
the Constitution when read to bhim, In 
Virginia be must understand a section 
whether he be illiteerat or not. In Ala 
bama, whether literate or not, he must 
understand the duties and obligations 
of citizenship under a Republicav form 
of government and must show a good 
character in addition. Manifestly, here 
isa door which white registers may 
arbitrarily swing open to white men 
and close on black men. And that is 
precisely what they do. 

“The grandfather clause,’' operating 
without aid from the registrars, is a de 
vice by which men are admitted to reg- 
ist r provided they or their grandfath 
ers or fore(athers did tome special thing 
or enjoyed some specified privilege at 
some former time. In Louisana and 
North Carolina it admita without fur- 
thrr question all who voted or had'the 
right to vote prior to 1867 and their de- 
scendants. In A'abama and Virginia it 
admits in the same unquestioned way 
all who have fought in »ny war for the 
country or for the Cunfederacy and 
their dese: ndante.’’

the suffrage whatever. We say every 
man is a sovereign, and in theory, he 
makes the laws to which he submits. 
He goverze himself. All power flows 
from him and it would appear when he 
is denied his suffrage, he is denied a 
natural right, an inalienable right. 
But, we, are not, hers. to speak of 
justice or expediency, or at this time, 
what should be the true intent and 
meaning of our institutions. We at- 
tempt totrace in the briefest manner 
our own peculiar government in its 
practical application on the subject. 

Now we shall haveto admit and at 
the risk of running counter to the gen- 
erally accepted opinions, that our gov- 
ernment in its origin was aristocratic 
to the core. How could it be otherwise? 
Was not the colinies a part of the! 
mother country, England, which prob- 
ably maintained the most elaborate 
system--of- caste -and —privilege then 
known? Noone surely can deny that} 
the great families of Virginia, South 
Carolina, New York, Massachusetts and 
Maryland absolutely dominated the 
conventions both of the confederation 
and the constitution. A very limited | 
suffrage prevailed inall the colonies. ! 
But what rendered the suffrage unim- 
portant was, that as compared with the 
present, and fora long time after the 
formation of the constitution, there 
were very few elective offices, appoint- 
ments were the rule. 

Now what has occasioned the grad- 
ual trend towards democracy and 
universal euffrag+? There may be said 
to be two principal causes—Politics | 
manifested in two ways viz: competition 
between the States and jealousies of 
political factions and parties und be- 
tween powerful families.

His earel 
was set in the very presence of the sub- 
jects caught by his pencil and brueh 
That is what makes Landseer’s draw 
ings of doge so vivid and Rosa Bo- 
heur'e paintings of horses so realistic. 
You can hear those doga bark and see 
those borses rear and plunge and gal- 
liop. Both of these artixta went out 
among animals, transferring life to the 
canvas. So went Solomon tothe very 
Spore of the sluggard, and the very 
di apidation of the, sluggard’s cottage 
and barn, and the very barrenness o!l 
the sluggard’s acres,

tionally lazy. Iam notaure that such 
is true in general. It may be thatth 
assertion is entirely too sweeping. But 
the statement is. I am quite sure, very 
largely correct. There are not many 
who love work for its own sake Ii 
potatdes were dug only for the pleasure 
of digging. or planes ehoved for the 
same reason, or hammers lifted, or 
trowels wielded, or wood sawed and 
split. or brooms sent over floors, all for 
the fun of the thing, there would be

It was 
while he wasted his substance in riot 
ous living, instead of laboring like an 
honest man on-his father’a farm, that 
the prodigal son found himself aretch 
ed at full length beside a swine-pen.

‘PIT BROW WOMEN. 
They Werk Like Men, 
$ for Their o 
. Pit brow women are among thé 
tnost remarkable women workers in 
the world. They work as hard as men’ 
and“dress almost like them. Five 
thouzand’of these women find em- 
ployment in Lancashire, England, in 
the coal mines. Their work. lies on 
the pit brow at the surface, and not 
down below. Once women were em- 
Ployed:in the coal seams, but in 1842, 
fn‘ the face of great opposition from 
colliery owners, an act was passed: pro- 
hfbiting women ‘and children from be- 
imkon ‘employed below the surface in coal 


i At present the duties of the pit brow 
‘women consist in dealing with the 
coal-as ft comes’ up the shaft to-the 
pit head. When the cargo reaches 
the top they haul out the wagons, 
which contain several hundredweight 
of coal each, and run them on the rails 
to a sort of tipping machine, which 
shoots the coal down below the screen 
of the riddling machine. Among the 
other duties of the women is the lev- 
eling of the coal on the wagons which 
Teceive it as it drops from the screen. 

They start work at 6 o'clock in the 
morning and finish at 4 in the after- 
noon. They receive two shillings or 
less a day, and men that do the same 
work get four shillings. Their 
costume consists of trousers and clogs 
and-often enough a cape which has at 
one time been worn by a brother. 
‘When going to and from work the 
girls and women wear petticoats; which 
they roll up around the waist while 
engaged on the pit brow. The hair is 
closely covered with a handkerchief, 
on top of which is a soft bonnet.—Ex- 
change.

FASHIONS OF OTHER DAYS. 


Decorations Were Started Before Gar 
. ment Was Cut Out. 

On taking the other day a bird's eye 
view of a collection of old English 
garments of the eighteenth century 
we noticed a particular lack of real 
lace and the use of very homely trim- 
ming in smart feminine attires. Round 
the elbow sleeves of a dress Imply 
hung two frills, consisting of straight 
bands of cane stitch knotted with lis 
or mohair wool. In another instance 
the frills were formed with borders 
of crotchet work in the elementary 
open stitch with scalloped edgings in 
probably fine Shetland wool. This 
modest British style of knitting 
strangely contrasts with the showy 
work of Italian women of about the 
@ame period, who used to put their 
‘pride in reproducing with the smooth 
knotted work the glorious designs of 
wome of the Southern brocades, eshim- 
mering with: gold thread. With this 
rich‘tinsel the knitter was wont to de- 
pict her pattern on a dark. silk ground, 
which, like the powdering, was in 
plain knitting for dressy men’s walst- 
coats, ladies’ tight fitting jackets and 
loose caves. Across two handsome 
gowns run two straight or slanting 
lines of slits nearly two inches long, 
with raw edges save in one case, when 
they. appeared to have been slightly 
crimped. Climbing plants in natural 
colors were then also lavished both by 
the painter and the embroiderers all 
over the most fashionable garments. 
Pheir lovel# effect was generally mar- 
red -by unsightly breaks resulting from 
seams and gores of the dressmaker, 
an evident proof that workers of that 
period did not consider it necessary 
te have the dress cut out before start- 
fng with their decoration.—Queen.

teristics, djvery creature bas an estab- 
lished pedixreesand the record in which 
the scientist who Is studying them has 
noted the birth and life listory of each 
little animal numbers something over 
“1,500 entries. This record includes a 
rough outline drawing of the animal- 
something like the typical human figure ; 
on which a recruiting, sergeant marke! 
down physical characteristics of a new! 
recrult In the United States army or 
navy—on which are noted Its individua! 
markings and distributton of color. 

To say that science thus watches the 
development of hereditary peculiarities 
in guinen pigs, mice or rabbits imme- 
diately suggests a question—how can one 
detect the Inherited characteristica of 
these I!ttle animals? Onegulnen pig.one| 
might say. Is very like another guinea! 
pie. and one rabbit very like anotber 
rabbit. Buta visit tothe nenagerie nt the, 
Harvard zoological laboratory, shows: 
immediately that there are differences 
in guinea pigs. Some are albinos, for; 
example—snow white, with pink eyes—' 
others are only partly albino—‘mosa- 
lcs," the zoologist calls them—and set 
others are angoras, with long hair Uke | 
an angora kitten, or “rosetted.” a word) 
that describes a guinea pig whose hair, 
grows in such fashion that the timid 
little animal appears to be chronically 
exposed to blowy weather. There are 
more differences among the guinea 
pigs than among elther the mice orj 
rabbits. but in all classes there nre dif- 
ferences enough to establish questions 
of inheritancé‘and show how this, that 
or other characteristic has or has not 
been transmitted. One of the mort 
curious results of these investigations, 
for example-has been the evolution of 
a race of guinea pigs with four toes. 
where ordinarily a guinea pig has but 
three, a curious peculiarity whose np- 
pearance in Father Pig and subse- 
quent transmission through a series 
of generations is as yet only partly ex- 
plainable. 

One of the inost Interesting crea- 
tures in the cdllection is the waltzing 
mouse from Jnpan, whose great recrea- 
tion is to spin round and round and 
round in one direction until be geta 
tired and they round nud round and 
round in the other. The waltzing 
mouse, moreover, appears Intoxicated 
when he wniks, and the idea that a 
straight line Is the shortest distance 
between two points bas evidently never 
occurred to his philosophy. In mating, 
the waltzing mouse proves for animals 
exactly what a series of experiments 
conducted years ago by an Austrian 
monk proved for the flowers in his 
garden—bis descendanta, provided he 
is mated with a normal mouse, are all 
normal, and so also are their descend- 
ants so long as there is no mating with 
another mouse who has the latent in- 
herited taste for the walts; but when 
both parents have such an. inheritance 
one out of every four of their des¢end- 
ants will take its recreation by spin- 
ning round and round and round in 
the ancestral fashion. 

The practical utility of such lines of 
experiment lies, obviously, in improv- 
ing the.breed of various domestic ani- 
mals, but the little Harvard menagerie 
is also working out problems of great 
consequence in heredity in general—a 
question of the greatest importance 
when one realizes bow vital in our 
modern civilization are our individual 
inheritances either of disease or cbar- 
acter.

Prevails Over The Eastern States. - Great 
Scarcity In The Cities. Price Reached 
High Water Mark in Salisbury 
Yesterday—30c a Dozen. 


The egg situation is now attracting 
the attention of producers, buy:ra and 
consumers. The price has been soaring 
ever since November begun They have 
been rapidly jumping through the 20's 
until Thuraday they reached 28 cents 
and went to 80 cents yesterday. Inthe 
city markets they are even higher. 

For this season of the year 80 cents a 
dozen is stated to be unprecedented 
locally, Eggs are now very scarce in 
Sulisbyry andthe county. There are 
practically none coming ,in and the 
aupply on hand ie very light. 

The present prices are much higher 
than at the corresponding yeriod last 
year, when strictly fresh eggs were 
quoted in Baltimore at 26 to 29 cents, 
Western at 25 cents and Southern at 24 
cents. 

Commiesion meschants cannot satis- 
factorily ‘account for the continued 
scarcity of eggs. Hens always quit 
laying when moulting, but the moult 
ing seusorn has be. n over for week. It 
is said that the cold, w.-t weather of 
last spring killed many young chick- 
ens, cutting «ff the flocks of early pul 
lets that should now b> reinforci: g the 
veteran hens, and that thisina meas 
ure reduces the usual supply. 

Market men are also hinting at a proa 
pective turkey famine. The wholesale 

tices today for firet claus dresei tur 
ep are 19 and 20 cents, and the out 
louk is that the Thankegiving dinner 
will prove expensive. The cold, wet 
spring which killed the early pullets 
wue fatal to the young turkeys, and 
the flocks throughout the country were 
greatly reduced and in many casee en- 
tirely destroyed.

But it is supposed 
that s:.me men are so ap endidly endow- 
ed with brains, a superfine abundance 
of gray matter in the :kul',that they do 
not have to exercise theirint llect with 
the sume degree of tarncetness es do 
thoee who are not eo well equipped with 
mental furniture as are they. The 
genius among poets is he who “rolls 
his eyes in a fine frengy,’’ and then 
dips his pen into the ink bottle and in 
a few minutes producce a finished 
poem, a pastoral, a lyric, or a sonnet. 
The genius among orators is he who is 
always ready to thrill an audience with 
a masterpiece. Such epeeches or lect- 
ures or sermons hang like pictures 
upon thewalls of his mini. There is 
nothing to dobut take them down 
and exhibit them. 

Thomas B Reed was once sicpped on 

the streets of Washington by a young 
lady, who gushingly said to him, “Oh, 
Mr. Red, will you please make me an 
epigram?’ She imagined that the 
great statesman’s brain was like a saw 
mill, It was but necessary for him to 
turn on steam, applying the power, 
and epigrams would fall from bis lips. 
Mr. Reed faced the lady, and said to 
her in his brusque way, ‘Miss, this is 
not my day forepigrams. This is my 
day for writing epic poems!" 
. The fact is that real genius is the 
genius for hatd work. Aladdin had 
only to rub his magic lamp, and pow 
erful slaves stood beside him to do his 
bidding. But Aladdin was a fictitious 
character, and his magic lamp a dream 
of the imagination. Neither are there 
in the world any mental Aladdins. The 
lamp of geniusis oftena lamp filled 
with midnight oil or the oil of early 
morning. 

Albert Barnes wrote his famous notes 
on the Bible, notes that for clearness

His answer 
was “Fifty years,” that being his age 
at the time the discourse was preached. 
He meant that all the culture and dis- 
oipline of his life bad gone into that 
sermon. Daniel Webster's celebrated 
reply to Hayne was thought to be the 
inspiration of the moment. In a certain 
sense it was. .But Webster afterwards 
acknowledged that his oration bad 
been long brewing in his mind. When 
tue time came for using his accumu- 
lated material, he had but to reach 
forth his hand, seize a thunderbolt and 
hurl it. Every schoolboy knows with 
what care Demosthenes fittcd himself 
for moving his auditors. AU these 
illustrations prove that y«nius is capac 
ity for toil. 

The. world's mental gianta were not 
born giants. They grew. Pumpkins 
attain an enormous size withina few 
weeks time, oaks cume to perfection 
only after the lapse of a century. The 
world’s mental giants are oaks, not 
pumpkins. Their geniu’ ia not the out 
come of intellectual inactivity, but of 
labor, hard, grinding, inc: esant labor, 
sending their roots down to anchor 
among tho everlasting rccks, thickening 
their girth of trunk by many a tough 
wrestle with the winde, and lifting 
their tops aloft amid rain and sun 


shine, and through the springs and 
summers and sutumns and winters of 
Many a year, as if ambitious to snatch 
acrown from the clouds. Prometheus 
stole his firefrom heaven, The fire of 
geniue comes from the same place. 
Not stolen, indeed, but prayed f.r and 
worked for. . 

The mental sluggard learns notbing, 
and cares not to learn, content, pump 
kin-like, to fatten his body on the 
ground of indolence and soon come to 
nought. Pumpkins are for the dining 
table of the home, the. restaurant, the 
hotel; oaks are for permanent archi- 
tecture or for the ribs of ships that 
battle with stormy seas.
